Yesterday’s telegrams convey the 
astovoding information that President 
Arthur's colored Man Friday, one 
Alex Howell, who brushes the Presi- 
dent's clothes, is troubled with the big- 
head, and in addition to adopting the 
polygamous practices heretofore sacred 
to Congressmen, is putting on airs 
over Senators and chiefs of depart- 
ments. Just why this petty scandal 
should be telegraphed over the country 
no one has yet been able to learn. If 
the fluoky is waxing fat and saucy, let 
the Senatorial, or even Presidential 
boot, be applied, but spare us from 
being forced to elevate the presuming 
valet into one who affects the destinies 
of statesmen, and may be used asa 
black brand of discord between the 
President and his Western constitu- 
ents. The Associated Press evidently 
has a bitter prejudice against Presi- 
dent Arthur, judging from the tone of 
yesterday's dispatches.

The President and the Chinese Bill, 
New Yorx, March 29. 
A Washington special to the Graphic 
says: Hundreds of telegrams are 
being received at the White House, 
urging the Presideat not to sign the 
Chinese bill. They come from all 
| parts of the country, excepting the 
Pacific Slope. It is understood that 
the President is being strongly advised 


in Washjogton by public men there to 
both sign and veto the bill, and it is 
becoming avery grave question what 
to do in the premises. There are two 
phases of the question at present — 
right and wrong, in the abstract and 
political bearings of the case, strongly 
mentioned by Senator Jones of Nevada 
and Miller of California, and others 
from the Pacific Coast States, that it is 
not only right,buta political necessity, 
and that the President cannot afford 
to veto it. Others argue that the bill 
oversteps the bounds of the treaty and 
is not right, and that for this reason it 
will not stand the cool inspection of 
time when excitement wears away and 
the people of the country come to re- 
flect upon the qnestion. It is urged 
that the Pacific slope cannot be de- 
pended upen to vote the Republican 
ticket. California and Nevada both 
went for Haggock, and there is no 
guarantee of an imminent change of 
heart io that section. At any rate if 
the bill becomes a law the Democratic 
party will reap what credit there is in 
it, because they voted solidly for it, 
while Republicans refused to do so un- 
less 1t was modified, 


THURLOW WEED'S VIEWS. 


The venerable Thurlow Weed 
writes to the New York Tribune; 
There are two sides to the Chinese 
question. In our national infancy we 
commenced housekeeping by opening 
our doors to the guests from all por- 
tions of the Old Worid. It has been 
our boast for a hundred years that 
America would welcome the strangers 
from every clime, but China is tasking 
our hospitality too severely in the Pa- 
cific States. The Chioamen deprive 
our industrious classes of emp oy- 
ment; they work cheaper, do their 
work better; are far less troublesome 
than laborers with whom the come 
in contact and, it is alleged and feared, 
that Chioese immigration will crowd 
those States with an element which 
does not, and will .not assimilate to, 
orfraternize with our institutions or 
peeple. In the Atlantic States the 
Chinese are comparatively few in 
nuwber; are industrieus, frugal, inof- 
fensive. The question is further em- 
barrassed by diplowatic treaty relations. 
» Will not the passage of the law clos- 
ing our ports against ivhabitants of 
friendly powers not only disrupt rela- 
tions but provoke complications? 
Without entering upon this or other 
features of the question, I must be 
permitted to express my regret that 
Congress did not limit the operation of 
this law to five years, That would 
have given time for negotiations 
which might result in an amicable ad- 
justment of: the question in view of its 
importance and the difficulties by 
which it is surrounded.. Would it not 
be wise for the President te return the 
bill, with the suggestion of modifica— 
tien which wor: ld make it acceptable 
to fair-minded men of all parties ?”

The timber comprises 
ash, dogwood, alder, white oak, niaple, 
cottonwood, spruce, hemlock ang 
laurel, among other varieties; but 
these are in limited quantities. The 
greater part of the timber is yellow 
firand cedar, This vast fir forest is 
thought to be the finest tract of valu- 
able timber land on the face of the 
earth. It covers an area of 32,000 


farming lands of this whole valley.

J of grain might easily be increased four 


or five fold, and altalfa and timothy,

Now the points more especially “of 


public interest which I wish to make 
in this communication are the follow- 


ing: . 
With the advent of a railroad will 
be added a great impetus to the lum- 
bering interests, and new mines will 
be developed. There will then natur- 
ally be a great. increase in the work- 
ing population and @ consequent in- 
crease in the demand for ali kinds of 
farming produce. The farming class 
will also receive accessions as rupidly 
as it becomes apparent that farming, 
even in the future, will become profit- 
able—hence it will be but a short time 
until all available agricultural land 
will be occupied. But there are thou- 
sands of acres which will not become 
profitably available for farming pur- 
poses until some means are employed 
to provide them with water for irriga- 
tion, and this is something that we 
hope and believe a railroad, with its 
accompanying interests and enter- 
prises, will also develop—an irriga- 
tion echeme of sufficient magnitude to 
embrace all of our waste lands. So 
thoroughly convinced am I that such 
a scheme is practicable, and wou'd 
also be a profitable investment for 
capital to be employed, that I wish to 
make pablie some of my views upon 
the subject, hoping that they may be. 
of some influence in directing capital 
to profitable and worthy investment. 
y theory is, that the melting snow 
water should be impounded io reser- 
voirs, taking proper advantage of the 
abundant natural facilities which na- 
ture here affords. As an instance of 
the sufficieacy of the volume of water 
obtainable | have made the following 
estimates: 
From one outlet on the west.side of 
the valley, draining a watershed en- 
tirely of melting snow and rain, flows 
& stream averaging twenty feet in 
width aod four feet deep with a veloc- 
ity of about six miles an hour for four 
months of the year, just when we 
don’t need it. Now if I have calcu- 
lated right such a volume of water 
would fill ia reservoir of two square 
miles in extent to the depth of 130 
feet! Allowing 12 inches in depth for 
irrigation and waste, there would re- 
main enough te cover 260 square mi'es, 
which gives in this case a very liberal 
allowance for waste, evaporation and 
over-estimates, as the immediately ad- 
jacent scope for irrigation will not ex- 
ceed 20,000 acres. 
The lumbering business alone, 
which would very naturally at- 
tach itself to this enterprise, would 
repay the entire cost of construct- 
ing the dam. [I say naturally be- 
cause the entire water-shed is 
heavily timbered with the various 
species of pine, spruce, fir, etc., and 
as the reservoir was filling, the logs 
could be floated to the outlet, with no 
expense for teams and logging outfit, 
theré to be sawed into lumber as the 
water was drawn off fer i tion.

It is accesible from 
every point on the sound, and from 


the ocean coast for a vast distance 
southward. The proprietors of the 
logging camps fell their first trees so 
close to the shore that they could be 
made to fail directly into the water if 
desired. The yellow fir is from 150 to 
800 feet high, the trunks being from 5 
to 12 feet in diameter at man’s 
hight from the ground. The first 
lumbermen cut only the five and six 
foot trees. The saw-mills could not 
handle logs which were larger than 
that. Even yet there is no saw-miil 
en Puget Sound which can saw a log 
that is more than eight {cet in diame- 
ter. The conseqnebce bas been that 
at first, for many years, the axmen left 
the emall trees and the very large 
ones; and a piece of timber laad 
which has been cut over once presents 
the singuiar phenomenon of a collec- 
tion of gmail and of gigantic trees, 
with none of medium size among them. 
Since the enlargement of the mills, 
some camps ate sending their meo 
over the ground a gecond time to fel! 
the big timber. The firs are cut off 
about five or six feet from the ground. 
The butts sre generally aassend 

It requires from halfan bour to an 
hour to fell a good-sized tree. A large 
number of the fir tree trunks are ua- 
sound. The principal defect is what 
is called a “shake.” It is a small 
track inside the tree, formed by the 
swaying of the tall tree in the wind. 
When such a track forms it soon be- 
comes filled with the turpentine-like 
balsam which is characteristic of the 
fir. The wood-chopper at work on a 
big tree is frequently astonished by 
driving his axe through one of these 


, 


tarpentine suddenly run out. If the 
tree, when felled, is fuund to be de- 
fective, itis left where it lies. If 
sound it is cut up into logs from 30 to 
130 feet in length, and hauled out of 
the woods. Sticks 150 feet long are 
sent out. The United -States is ex- 
ceedingly jealous of this immense 
tract of valuable timber land. It per- 
mits the timber to fall into the hands 
only of those who wish to doa legiti- 
mate business in logging. The log- 
ger employs about six men and a 
team of eight oxen. He builds a 
roygh camp and boards the men. His 
ranviog expenses are about $35 a day, 
aod he is able to get out of the woods 
about thirty thousand feet per day. 
The rafts of logs are towed [off to the 
neighboring saw-mill at a cost of 
$1 50 thousand feet, and he sells 
them there at the rate of $6 per thous. 
and feet.

Tr&gic Fate of Michael Hassett. 

The Comstock is gettiag to be a 
dangerous place for residence. 
Another mysterious murdef occurred 
there yesterday morning. Michael 
Hassett, surface foreman of the Yellow 
Jacket mine; was found dead in a 
pool of water about 25 feet frottl thie 


railroad track near the tunnel close to 
the new Jacket shaft. Hassett was 
last seen alive near Gold Hi!l about 9 
rp. m., on Monday evening last, as he 
was ov his way bome, near the Home- 
stead tunnel. James Parker, engi- 
neer of the Ward shaft, met him there 
and spoke to him. Hassett seemed 
perfectly sobet. At5 o’élock yester- 
day morning, says the Virginia Chron- 
iele, a miner, going to work from Gold 
Hill to the Jacket shaft, found Has- 
sett’s lantern on the south side of the 
track, which had the owner’s name on 
it, and took it over to the mine, 
where he left it. As Hassett had 
been laid off about two weeks ag”, he 
was not expected at the mine yester- 
day, and nothing was thought of the 
finding of the laotern until five hours 
later, when the watchman for the 
railtoad reported that he had found 
Hassett’s dead body in a pool of water 
on the north side ofthe road. The 
gold watch and chain worn by Has- 
sett, worth about $150, were gone, and 
his pockets were empty. It is 
thought that he alse had $80 in his 
pocket last night when he left Gold 
Hill, but this is not definitely known. 
There are no signs of a struggle on or 
near the track. The bédy was taken 
to Gold Hill and carefully examined, 
but no marks of violence could be 
found. The face of deceased looks 
natural, and .showed no marks of 
strapgulation by compression of the 
windpipe, or by drowning. 

The general opinion is that Hassett 
was robbed, knocked insensib‘e by a 
sand-bag or similar weapon, and 
thrown into the pool of water to drown. 
He was a native of Pennsylvania, 50 
years of age, unmarried, a member of 
the Knights of Pythias, and a Royal 
Arch Mason. This apparently adds 
murder to the 
Comstock's long catalogue of crime,
